In response to the Notice of Non Compliant Amendment mailed November 2, 
2005, Applicant restates and affirms the election made in Applicant's Response to 
Election Requirement and Amendment filed on October 17, 2005: 

ELECTION 

In response to the election Requirement mailed September 15, 2005 
Applicant elects, for prosecution on the merits and without traverse, the invention 
of a "method of filtering" of Group III and Claims 37 - 40. 

WITHDRAWALS 

Claims 1 - 36, 41 and 42 are withdrawn from consideration, pending the 
allowance of the claims of the elected claims. 

NEW CLAIMS ADDED BY AMENDMENT 

New Claims 43 - 47 are drawn to the "method of filtering" of Group III and 
are added by amendment to more fully claim the "method of filtering" invention 
disclosed in the specification. 

REMARKS 

This application was filed with 42 claims. Applicant was required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single invention and a single disclosed species of that invention 
for prosecution on the merits. Applicants elected Group III, and Claims 37 - 40 as 
readable upon the elected species. Claims 1 - 36, 41 and 42 have been withdrawn 
pending the allowance of the elected claims. No claims have been cancelled. New 
Claims 43 - 47 are added by amendment. Therefore, Claims 37 - 40 and 43 - 47 
are pending in the Application. 
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Applicant submits that this response places the application in a condition for 
examination. Reconsideration of the application based on the remaining claims and 
arguments submitted above is respectfully requested.
